There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion about the lessons tke great 
world war has taught us, lessons that 
are important and valuable, but. of 
late there is accumulating much evi- 
dence that the lessons have not been 
well learned... During the war we; 
read much of high ideals and 
aims and were assured time and time 
again that we and our allies were 
fighting for humanity, fighting to 
amake the world “safe for Democra- 
’ ey; fighting that all peoples might be 
free. Such lofty and unselfish aims’! 
should make for world betterment, 
should create within us the spi rit of | 
service and self-sacrifice. But, alas, 
how quickly the world forgets. The 
news from over seas is anything 
but encouraging. The nations are 
maneuvering for position? each en- 
deavoring to drive the best bargain, 
to secure the most territory, and the 
largest indemnity. The one noted ex- 
ception is America. We are not, 
seeking territory nor a large indem- | 
. nity, we are more concerned about the | 
rights of humanity, 
people free. 
~Is it any wonder, therefore, that 
- thoughtful citizens are much perturb-| 
ed over the present outlook) when U. 
S./Senators play petty politics in face 
of the greatest problem that! ever con- 
fronted the world, the problem of a 
time for us to strive to make Democ- 
racy safe for the world. But not all 
of our citizens have forgotten the les- 
sons of the war. Many have made 
too great sacrifice to forget quickly 
and are hoping for such peace terms 
and covenants as will prevent future 
wars. They are not likely to hold 
lightly the actions of certain politic- 
ians who forget that they are ser- 
vants of the people. And, then, too 
there arises the question, What will 
be the the attitude of the returning 
soldiers? Will they think only of 
selfish ends and .petty politics, or will 
the lessons of the war have brought 
__to them a deeper and broader mean- 
ing of life? Will not the man who 
“went over the top,” who faced death 
in the trenches and on the battle 
field have a greater love in his heart 
for his comrade and for humanity and 
a desire to be of real service to the 
' world? Our boys in the trenches 
were face to face with eternity and 
we are told that they practised the 
fundamental virtues, courage, self 
sacrifice and sincere humility. They 
learned to serve, to sacrifice, and, if 
need be, to die for others. They were 
. not thinking of saving themselves, 
self was forgotten. ‘ "To them courage 
was the chief virtue, 27d-comtardice 
the greatest_ciay“Gind next to courage 
waS self-sacrifice, and closely akin to 
cowardice was selfishness.” 
. Such we are told was the dough- 
boy’s religion, a religion of self-sacri- 
‘ fice, in short the “Religion of Christ 
in Action.”We are told that the 
doughoy has discoveded a new relig- 
ion—a religion ages old—the religion 
of service. Let us hope that the 
Church, the Y. M. C. A. and all other 
religious organizations will preach 
and practise that religion. Perhaps 
then we can say that the lessons 
the war have not been forgotten, and, 
the sacrifices not made in vain.

WESTMINSTER MAN DIES 
reine THE GERMAN FOE 


Li dlibtete Arthur Jewell, ‘of the 
class of ’16, was one of the first 
-Westminster men to fall while fight- 
ing in F; rance. The following letter, 
written by his mother, Mrs. T. H. 
Jewell, and printed through the cour- 
tesy of Mrs. William McElwee, Jr., 
Yelates the incidents connected with 
the last few days of one of Westmin- 
ster’s heroes, and describes the tragic 
scene when he was mortally wounded 
by a German machine gunner, 

. [have sent so many letters to New 
Wilmington telling about Arthur, that 
A fear even my closest friends may 
grow weary, but last week we receiv- 
ed a long letter from Lieut. | Bushy 
who was with with Arthur: when he 
died. Naturally it is intensely inter-: 
esting to us, and I thought perhaps 
some of you might. like to know some- 
thing of Arthur’s last days in the 
war. It. ‘rather startled me to get an- 
other letter from France beginning 
with “Dear Mother,” but Lieutenant 
Bushy told me how he and Arthur 
had been very close comrades. and 
pals, They had) been together | in the 
Toul sector and in many F3 tight spot, 
and that’ Arthur had been as cool and 
collected: . as tho he were,at dinner. 
Lt. Bushy said he never saw Arthur 
flinch, and when a shell would ex- 
plode dangerously near, Arthur would 
say, . “Close doesn’t count.’’ For 
some titrie they’ had’ been holding ‘a 
front line ppsition just south of Bel- 
leau “Wood. | From July 6 to 19 they 
were constantly under artillery fire, 
high explosives, chlorine, fosgene and 
mustard gas. They had many; cas- 
ualties, only three officers left, Capt. 
Strickland, 1st. Lieut. Bushy and Ar- 
thur, Lieut. McGlasson transferred to 
Co.) C. They were getting only one 
meal in 24° hours, as it had| to be 
brought up under cover of darkness. 
The company was ‘depleted to 125 
men. The captain gave Lieut.: ; Bushy 
two platoons, and Arthur two. On 





{the morning jof July 19 at 2 o’clock 


they went over the top. They advan- 
ced in an easterly directicn behind ar- 
tillery fire erossing tie Pavis-Metz 
road, toward Chateau-Thierry,.dispos- 
ing of whatever objected to their ad- 
vance. But on the afternoon of July 
21 |they struck the Boche in force,} 
and ran into an artillery barrage of 
high’ explosives containing tear and 
vomiting gasses. They had to re-| 
move their masks and thought they 
were doomed, but fortunately they 
did not get any poisonous gas.

As soon as the fire ceased he 
got up, for he had been lying with his 
face to the ground. As the looked 
about he saw two machine guns, both 
pointing point blank at them, and 
three Germans at’each gun, and about 
100 Boche surrounding them with 
their saw tooth bayonets fixed. With 
no ammunition they didn’t have the 
ghost of.a chance. One German took 
Lieut. Bushy by the arm and started 
toward a yard. He said what he 
thought was his last little prayer, for 
he expected to be stood against the 
wall and shot, but when they entered 
the yard the Boche pointed to a form 
on the ground.—i t was Arthur. His 
wounds had been dressed. Lieut. B. 
got down on his knees beside him and 
asked him how he felt. 
“Pretty good; but can you get me an 
antiseptic?”

that year to the more inviting Norfolk 
island. Several! families, however, 
were so homesick |that they went back 
to Pitcairn. 

The population from these few fam- 
ilies has now increased until about 150 
people are en thelisland. Through in- 
termarriage and other evils of ‘sola- 
tion these islanders have degenerated 
and thelr retrogression undoubtedly 
will end in their extermination.

The Shamah attained his position 
and power by unusual methods. By 
fasting and prayer amid the solitudes 
of the woods or mountains, where jhe 
fed only on grasses and’ ree@ts, lie pre- 
pared himself to becomé(a-#itaman. By 
this method it was ‘believed the can- 
didate’s body became sufficiently: puri- 
fied to becomp the abiding place /of 
spirits. # 

Usually the! spirit, \willing to abide 
with the shaman, sent the novitiate 
a land otter, | which the candidate 
| killed, the otfer’s tongue to be pre- 
served as a talisman away from hu- 
man view. for should it:be seen it was 
believed shaman would go. insane | or 
be turned into the animal from. which 
the tongne was. taken. 

Thus the land otter was regarded 
as too sacred to be-killed by other 
than shamans. 


LOCATIONS OF VOLCANOES 


Eruptions Come From Weak. Spots /on 
Earth’s Crust—Areas Divided in 
Four Groups. - 

Volcanoes are located on the weak 
spots in the earth's crust, scientists 
say, according to’a writer in Leslie’s 
Weekly. -These areas are in the ocean 
basins, the lands bordering these ba- 
sins, or mountag& which flank or: con- 
struct: outlines of, continents. These 
areas are divided into four groups, 
viz.: (1) Pacific-Caribbean belt; fol- 
lowing the Andes of South America, 
the lesser Antilles, -Central America, 
and Mexico, the west coast: of North 
America, Kamchatka, the Japanese 
Islands; the Philippines, and Sunda 
Sea Islands, New Zealand and Victoria 
land, in the Antarctic; (2) the Medi- 
terranean-Caspian region; (3) Atlan- 
tic region, including the yolcanoes: of 
Iceland and the Azores; (4) the Pa- 
eific region, with volcanoes in Polyne- 
sia, Hawaiian and other islands. ~ Just 
why these parts of the earth’s crust 
should be the weak spots has not been 
convincingly explained. 





Apiary Adjunct of the Hospital. 

The -curious idea of making the 
apiary an adjunct of. the hospital has 
been suggested. The sting of the bee 
has long been popularly regarded as a 
cure for rheumatism, and a_ British 
beekeeper has now announced that it 





is an almost infallible test of the 
safety of administering anesthetics. 
The keeping of the bees, therefore, 
may beceme necessary aS a means of 


deciding whether surgical operations. 


in certain cases may be, performed. If 
a patient ‘suffers from nervous weak- 
ness, a bee sting on the hand may 
cause a large. swelling and affect the 
glands of the body, and operation Is 
then unsafe. 


Finland and Australia. 
Finland has. discovered Australia, 
and it is hoped, observes an exchange, 
that the commonwealth will soon rec- 
ognize commercially the enterprising 
new republic.

his presence saved them.” 

Thanksgiving was first instituted 
not so muth to give thanks for 
material betterment as for the afflict- 
ion through which they had safely 
passed and the manifestation of God’s 
presence with them. 

} We would be perfect if our actual 
spiritual life corresponded to our 
intellectual or our practice coincided 
with our theory.

What is God 
to us? We wan: not an abstract 
theory of the pre -2nce of God but a 
knowledge that G | takes care of us. 

We may think ti at we can get along 
without God while we are in the pride 
of our strength bu: sooner or later we 
will descend into t: e depth and realize 
that we need a friond. 

The presence. of - God has’ two 
characteristics; ‘That of a friendly 
loving gracious pe ‘sonal help in time 
of trouble and thet of a covenanting, 
promising presencc. “Lo I am with you 
always, even unt»~-the end of thep

The presence of God in our lives 
takes out the sen e of littleness and 
meanness for if our life is su¢h that 
ommipotence lives with it it cannot be 
little or mean.

AT THE £ BIG BANQUET. 


At a dinner of the business men ot 
the town at the:Hotel Neshannock on 


./ Thursday evening, December 4th., the 


announcement was made of plans 
adopted by the Board of Trustees of 
the College looking toward a five year 
program of building and developement 
for the college. The dinner was ten- 


dered by the college to the business . 


and professional men of the commun- 
ity and was attended by about eighty. 
The committee in charge of the ban- 
quet was representative of college and 
community and was composed of the 
following men; H T Getty, chairman; 
T R Jones, J H Lewis, P M Cox and EF 
R Moses. — 

Dr. Wallace was master of ceremon- 
ies and a number of very interesting 
and valuable talks were made! Thomas 
R Jones spoke on “Our Town and its 
Future,” Howell T Getty on “Our 
Business and Business Organizations” 
and E R Moses on “Our College, Field 
and Publicity.” All of these’ speeches 
dealt with the present and future de- 
velopement: of the town and the col- 


. lege. Prof. Moses suggested as a slo- 


gan for this period of developement, 
“A town of three thousand and four 
hundred students for the college in 
five years.” 

‘The climax of the evening was re- 
ached when Dr. Wallace outlined the 
plans of the Board of Trustees for the 
college during the next five years. In 
developing this plan the Board ap- 
pointed a committee ‘of its members 


“egonsisting of H-T-Getty; J A» Cham- 





a ats and T A Gilkey to see if the de- 
sired property could be bought at 
reasonable prices and to take option 
on it, This committee is to report to a 
special meeting of the Board of Trust- 
ees to be called for the purpose. 

The property that is involved in the 
plan. is:a belt the width of the present 
Campus and extending south to the 
Braham homestead and includes the 
bottom fields of the Braham farm. If 
the property can be secured the Board 
plans to employ a landscape architect 
to plot the Campus and to locate the 
proposed. buildings so that each build- 
ing, as it is added, will help complete 
the whole plan. ‘The Board has de- 
finitely determined upon this program 
of developement and will complete it 
in New Wilmington if the desired pro- 
perty can be secured, 

The first building to be erected will 
be the new Gymnasium. Plans now un- 
der consideration contemplate the lo- 
cation of the Gym on the site of what 
is now the McKelvey property so that 
it will overlook the athletic field which 
is to be located in the valley of the 
Braham farm. In this valley the creek 
will need to be straightened somewhat 
but with that alteration it will make 
an ideal athletic field. Plans will be 
submitted to the Board on a competi- 
tive basis for the whole plot of the 
Campus. 

This dinner and the plans that weve 
opened up at it are very significant in 
the history of the college and th town 
and will open up a new era of pros- 
perity.for both, . F
